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This was the second incident of this type involving navy 
planes in six months: .Last Aug. 27, two navy A6A Intruders 
crossed briefly into Chinese air space after raiding North

Resources Minister Ray Williston delivered in the 
Legislature Tuesday what he called a. “most serious” 


economic warning. 


He also slapped higher taxes on the forest industry. 


The minister said the basic 
economic stability of the prov- 
ince hangs in the balance at} 
forthcoming forest industry 
wage negotiations. 

He called for ‘‘responsible 
citizenshin” by both labor and 
management and added pointed- 
ly: 

“I trust that the shipyard 
industry has not set. an ex- 
ample." 

He said a continuing success- 
ful industry ‘‘will depend upon 
the mamer in which those 
directly affected resolve the 
economic problems they now 
face,” and warned of the danger 
ot the forest industry pricing 
itself out of markets, 

“We have arrived at a very 
important crossroad.” 


$400,000 A MONTH 

Mr. Williston said the current 
forestry strike in the interior is 
costing the government $400,000 
a month and traced a decline in 
governmer,t revenue from the 
industry over the. past two) 
years. 

“I am confident. the bottom 
would have been reached but 
for the present strike,” he said.

SAIGON (AP) — Nearly 20,- 
000 civilians were killed or 
wounded in 12 days of fighting 
in the Viet Cong guerrilla offen- 
sive against South Vietnam's 
major population centres, U.S. 
officials said today. 

The officials said that 3,730 
were killed and 16,000 wounded 
from Jan. 29, when the attacks 
began, through Feb, 9, an arbi- 
trary cutoff date although fight- 
ing has continued around many 
of the cities and inside Saigon 
and Hue.

Mr. Johnson's Version for the Homefolks 


EMIER Daniel Johnson went on 

the French television network of 
the CBC early this week to play an extra 
inning of last week's federal-provincial 
constitutional confer- 
ence. When he was 
through it was a 
noticeably different 
ball game. The 
“breakthrough in lin- 
guistic equality” for 
which Mr. Johnson 
had been willing to 
give much of the 
credit to the other 
provinces had 
evolved into a 'tri- 
umph for the “firmness of Quebec.” 

The modest credit that Mr. Johnson 
had been willing to give the federal 
government four days earlier had 
evaporated. As seen by Mr. Johnson, the 
federal government’s chief contribution 
to the Gonference had been a retreat, 
from opposition to constitutional change 
to recognition that a constitutional 
overhaul was necessary. ; . 


The federal government’s attempt to 
entrench French language rights in the 
constitution had become “a terrible 
snare, much more serious than the 
Fulton-Fayreau formula” that might 
have let Ottawa invade the field of 
education by the back door of minority 
language rights. This invasion was foiled 
by the alertness of the Quebec delega- 
tion. “We recognized the snare at once,” 
Mr. Johnson said. 


Warmed to Quebec 


The other provinces had warmed, up 
dramatically to ‘the Quebec proposal of a 
substantially decentralized federalism as 
a means of giving Quebec the powers it 
wants. 

Mr. Johnson was not at all sure that 
the other provinces would want to 
delegate the new powers to Ottawa. 

“The governments of the other 
provinces are not anti-autonomist,” he 
said. 

The duel between the Union Nationale 
Premier and Justice Minister Pierre 
Trudeau was still on. Mr. Johnson still 
saw a discrepancy between Mr. Tru- 
deau’s constitutional views and the policy 
of the federal government «and warned 
that the justice minister’s “‘rigidity’ 
could “blow. up the country.” 

The composite picture drawn by Mr. 
Tohnson in this conference postscript was 
of a Quebec government, firm but 
patient and restrained in victory, making 
its way . toward new _ constitutional 
powers, with the other provinces benevo- 
lently neutral at worst, and a chastened 
federal government. slowly opening its 
eyes to reality. Mr. Trudeau and 
Premier W. A. C. Bennett of British 
Columbia stood off to one: side as the 
diehard opponents of enlarged powers for 
Quebec. ; 

This was not precisely the picture 
most observers had carried away from 
the conference itself. 


No Endorsement 


Far from endorsing a massive trans- 
fer of power from Ottawa to the 
provinces, the other premiers, all nine of 
them one after another, had insisted on 
the need to preserve ‘‘a strong central 
government.” 

But the deeds of some of the other 
premiers, as opposed to their words, did 
offer some justification for Mr. John- 
son’s view. 

Only Prince Edward Island; New 
Brunswick and Newfoundland were will- 
ing to collaborate fully in the federal 
strategy aimed at restoring the central 
government’s prestige in the prov- 
ince in which it is in danger — Quebec. 

Mr. Johnson could be forgiven for 
concluding that the defence of the 
central government, on the part of the 
other premiers, was the same sort of 
verbal ritual that the defence of French- 
Canadian nationalism often is on the part 
of the government of Quebec. 

The Quebec premier’s attack on 
Justice Minister Trudeau was in the best 
Union Nationale tradition of federal- 


» provineial relations. 


Phe first sign that it was coming was 
Mr. Johnson’s elaborate tribute to Prime 
Minister Pearson on the second morning 


of the conference. Mr. Johnson had done 
that once before, at a press .conference 
during a federal-provincial conference on 
tax sharing in the autumn of 1966. That 
time the kind ‘words for Mr. Pearson 
were a warm-up for a vehement attack 
en Finance Minister Mitchell Sharp, who 
was the key federal minister at the 
conference. 

At that time domestic political 
considerations made it necessary for Mr. 
Johnson to go home from the conference 
looking like a winner, pleased with what 
Ottawa had conceded. So he could hardly 
wind up with a head-on denunciation of 
the federal government. 


Diversionary Attack 


Mr. Johnson -got around that difficulty 
by giving Mr. Sharp a tongue-lashing, 
and finding a glaring contrast between 
Mr. Sharp’s policies and those of Mr: 
Pearson's government. 

This time again it was necessary for 
Mr. Johnson to go- home looking like a 
winner, Once again, he was dependent on 
the federal government for the trophies 
— progress in bilingualism and the 
machinery of constitutional reform — 
that were to be carried back to Quebec 
in triumph. 

But a Union Nationale leader, by 
definition, never gives a federal govern- 
ment an IOU, especially if the federal 
government is Liberal. 

Mr. Trudeau, key federal minister at 
the conference, was the natural target. 
By praising Mr. Pearson, who is about to 
retire, Mr. Johnson gave the Liberals no 
blank cheque to be cashed in Quebec at 
the next federal election. Attacking Mr. 
Trudeau, architect of Liberal consitu- 
tional policy, he reserved his right to 
work against the federal Grits on the 
hustings. 

Despite the euphoria in which the 


conference ended last week, the war 
between Quebec and-Ottawa is still on. 

The picture of federal policy that came 
through as tolerable in Mr. Johnson's 
television wrap-up of the conference had 
been heavily retouched. 

He is not reconciled to the real federal 
position which Mr. Trudeau spelled out 
during the one open. confrontation of the 
conference. 

The agreement to set up “machinery” 
to revise the constitution does not imply 
any agreement on the sort of product the 
machine is expected to produce. 

The~ other provinces are still being 
presented in Quebec as potential allies in 
Quebec’s -eventual showdown attack on 
federal power. 

Mr. Johnson maintains more strongly 
than ever that Quebec need not choose 
between Levesque-style sovereignty and 
Trudeau-style federalism but can have 
the extra powers it wants without the 
risk of leaving confederation. 


Expanding Horizon 


But a start has been made toward 
language rights for French Canadians in 
the other provinces. And, no matter who 
gets the credit, that can only help widen 
the horizons of French Canada beyond 
the borders of Quebec. 

A major and real grievance remains in 
the heart of Quebec itself! Thousands of 
French-speaking Quebecois are held back 
in their professional careers by the 
unnecessarily large place the English 
language has kept in the industrial and 
commercial life of the province.

. It has been suggested recently that 
“egional planning in Greater Victoria and 
surrounding areas should be transferred 
from the Capital Region Planning Board 
to the new Regional District Board, 
apparently in the belief that this will 
make regional planning effective after 
many years of frustrated effort. 

While the authority which should 
control. regional planning is of some 
importance, and the acceptance: of this 
function by the Capital Region Board 
would appear to be a logical step, the 
most crucial matter is the division of 
“esponsibility between the Board and the 
member municipalities. We should bear 
in mind that detailed zoning is and 
should remain the responsibility of 
municipal councils as they are elected by

Consumers? .

R. JOHN TURNER, speaking of 

preparations for the “ehequeless 
and cashless society,”’-has urged a bill of 
consumer. rights to be implemented at 
this time of constitu- 
tional change. Among 
the rights which the 
minister is anXious to 
entrench is the op- 
portunity for con- 
sumers ‘‘to choose 
among similar prod- 
ucts, with informa- 
tion available on 
what each " involves 
and contains.” 

Cashless citizens 
will accordingly be interested in a recent 
change authorized by Parliament at the 
urging of one of Mr. Turner’s colleagues 
while the minister’s attention was 
diverted, presumably by his new depart- 
mental responsibilities. 

Speaking on the same day, Miss 
LaMarsh alerted a House committee to 
what is in store for the television 
consumers of this troubled nation, The 
committee has arranged a full month of 
hearings on ETV which, at the moment, 
carries a $50 million price tag and was 
originally to have’ come to us through a 
supplementary estimate. 


In the course of her remarks, Miss 
LaMarsh indicated that the government 
plans to open up the UHF’ band of 
channels for educational television. 
Existing sets, she explained, could be 
adapted for UHF at costs ranging from 
$25 to $50. While this should present no 
problem for educational institutions, Miss 
LaMarsh — possibly with the cashless 
society in mind — said that it might be 
“a detriment to achieving widespread 
public viewing at an early date." 


i 


Danger 


One can see the problem, The CBC, 
presumably, is to give up education in 
order to devote more single-minded 
attention to its governing interests. When 
our present electronic marvels go, there 
is a danger that we may be tempted (by 
the ‘‘seductive appeals’? which never 
cease to alarm Mr, Turner) to purchase 
replacements’ without UHF equipment. 
In this case we may have money in 
pocket — long enough to pay some other 
bills — but we will be proof against the 
continuing education to which we should 
all be exposed. 

There was a time when the govern- 
ment might have been prepared to 
overlook such matters; when it might 
have felt that these details collld be left 
to the citizen's own sense of responsi- 
bility. But events have proved to Miss 
LaMarsh that citizens are undependable; 
one has only to recall the manner in 
which they fouled up the plans of 
government and. the electronics industry 
by their reluctance to buy high-priced 
color television sets. 

The minister of culture, on this 
occasion, is taking no chances. As she 
told the committee: “The new Broad- 
casting Act includes, as an amendment 
to the Radio Act, a provision which 
would empower the governor-in-council 
to require that all television’ receivers 
offered for sale in Canada be capable of 
and UHF channels.” 


Control of Sales 


Indeed, the provision goes farther. 
The government is empowered to make 
regulations prohibiting or regulating the 
offering for sale of radio apparatus “of 
any class described in the regulation that 
does not conform to technical require- 
ments established by the minister’. 

Fines are prescribed for any who 
transgress the regulations. 

One can only hope that Mr. Turner 
can dissuade Miss LaMarsh from 
limiting us to color sets. 

It is not clear how the’ plans of the 
minister of culturé can be reconciled 
with “an opportunity to choose among 
similar -products.” But perhaps we 
should approach this matter from a 
different standpoint. What the govern- 
ment had done through the Broadcasting 
Act is a demonstration of how much we 
need a bill of consumer rights, prefer- 
ably embedded -in the constitution, to 
protect us against the acts of govern- 
ment. Mr., Turner obviously is a little 
late, too late to head off Miss LaMarsh 
but perhaps not too late to preserve 
some vestiges of our shopping freedom,

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_ Theory Explains 


Why More Boys 
Born Than Girls 


By JOHN NEWELL 


(In Spectrum, British Science News Journal) 
In terms of the survival of the human race, it is 
not difficult to understand why more boys than girl 


men are. ‘the weaker sex. 


They do not live as long, 
they suffer more from infec- 
tious disease, both as adults 
and children, and are more 
susceptible to shock, pain and 
fear than women. 

For these reasons Nature 
has provided a male-to-female 
sex ratio at birth, over the 
whole world, of 0.5146; that is 
fifty one. point four six per 
cent, of all babies born are 
boys. 

Artificial medical care is 
now, to some extent, doing 
away with the biological need 
for the excess of males over 
females, by allowing the more 
fragile members of the 
weaker sex to survive and 
mate. As one expert . has 


recently written, “‘we are now ° 


heading for a world shortage 
of marriageable females.” 

While it is relatively easy to 
see the need for an excess of 
boys over girls at birth and to 
discuss the effects of abolish- 
ing that need, it is less easy 
to understand the mechanism 
which determines the sex 
ratio, 

Qne theory which has been 
put forward is that the 
sperms which carry male 
characteristics are marginally 
lighter and swifter in move- 
ment than those which carry 
female characteristics, —b é¢- 
cause the male sex chromo- 
some, or Y- chromosome, is 
smaller and lighter than the 
female X equivalent and so is 
more likely to achieve fertili- 
zation of the egg. 


More Complex 


But the latest theory to be 
developed, which has some 
experimental evidence to back 
it up is more complex. It has 
been proposed ‘by the distin- 
guished geneticist Professor 
Cc. D. Darlington, of the 
Oxford Department of Botany, 
together with three other 
Oxford zoologists and botan- 
ists, to account partly for the 
sex ratio. 

Put simply, their idea is 
that more boy babies are born 
because the- egg.cells from 
which they develop are more 
foreign to the mother they 
develop within. There is, of 
course, a paradox here, which 
is that normally any human 
body tends to resist the 
presence of any foreign cell 
within it—the more vigorously 
the more foreign the cell is. 

But there is now a good 
deal of experimental evidence 
that in fact this, resistant, so- 
called immune reaction, in 
which antfbodies are formed 
in response to the presence of 
foreign proteins or antigens, 
actually aids the implantation 
of egg cells into the mother’s 
womb after fertilization. 


“babies are born. For, contrary to popular. opinion, 


understand how the antibody- 
antigen reaction aids implan- 
tation, but a number of 
workers have put forward 
evidence that ‘this is so. 
Darlington suggests that, 
Since the male cell contains 
more antigens than the fe- 
male, it will be favored at 
implantation, and that this is 
the explanation of the sex 
ratio, 

The thing which makes the 
male cells more foreign is 
their possession of the male 
Bex the Y 
chromosome. The genetic 
material carried on this is 
responsible for the production 
of the particular bits of the 
cell which make it male, and 
since the mother is female 
these constituents are foreign 
to her and so will tend to 
evoke an extra ‘degree of 
immune reaction, which will 
not be present with female 
cells containing no Y| chromo- 
some, 


Tip the Balance 


This extra effect is bound to 
be small, because the Y 
chromosome is a tiny 
chromosome, but it could be 
sufficient to tip the balance in 
favor of the male eggs and so, 
to produce the sex ratio. 

The evidence for the theory 
is as follows. The greater the 
similarity between male and 
female eggs in general the 
greater the effect of the Y 
chromosome might be ex- 
pected to be, because its 
effect will remain constant. 

In marriages between first 
cousins, blood relations, the 
genetic contributions of the 
parents are unusually similar, 
‘and so on Dartington’s theory 
one ‘would expect the Y 
chromosome to have an un- 
usually strong effect and so 
the ratio of males to females 
born to be abnormally high. 

Not only did Darlington find 
this to be so, When he 
investigated the offspring of a 
number of first cousin mar- 
riages, he also found that the 
ratio of male to female 
offspring increased still fur- 
ther when there had been 
marriages between blood rela- 
tives” for” three generations. 
This brought ‘the sex ratio up 
to 0.61. And in some highly 
inbred communities, such’ as 
the Samaritan communities of 
Jordan and Israel, it has been 
found that the ratio rises to 
0.62. 

As Dartington and his col- 
leagues say in. a recent 
report, this evidence and its 
theoretical backing provides 
grounds for - considering the 
immunological -response to 
male eggs at implantation as 
one of a number of factors 
affecting “the sex ratio at

Body-line bowling,. roughly com- 
parable to “‘beah-ball"’ pitching by a baseball 
player, became a cause celebre—and- they 
smuggled Larwood off the train before he 
arrived at one city. where indignant cricket 
faithful had prepared a rousing reception for 
him. 

Still, if the fans won't stay orderly at 
cricket matches, at what other game will they 
behav2? Soccer, in parts of the world other 
than Latir. America, has frequently been an 
excuse for mayhem. And even in this 
community some school rugby encounters have 
led to raised eyebrows, dander, fists and boots.

Some contests invite spectator vocal 
participation. It has always seemed to me that 
baseball is granted a special dispensation in 
this respect. The crowd calls can even be 
engaging if they’re inspired by wit. And in the 
classical days of the Brooklyn Dodgers, sports 
page readers had reason -to wonder, on 
occasion, which was the main entertainment 
feature, the playing of “dose bums’’ or the 
antics of the bleachers. 

But there comes a time» when crowd 
behavior needs quelling and when some 
thought should be given to a _ certain 
rudimentary sportsmanship that can be 
reasonably expected from those who gather to 
see games. ;

‘Law 


(Excerpts from a speech by 
Justice Minister Pierre Tru- 
deau at the federal-provincial 
constitutional conference in 
Ottawa last week), 


Perhaps, a good place to 
begin is to ask what role we 
think the law should play in 
Canada? Is it to be, as it so 
often now seems to be, little 
moré than a set of rules 
which regulate our activities; 
a body of statutes and judicial 
decisions which act as prece- 


. dents for our conduct? Do we 


give the impression of persons 
constantly looking backward 
ever our shoulders, attempt- 


-ing to see what was done in 


the past? 

The Jaw by its definition is 
static; rather than serving us, 
we find that it controls us. It 
is a rigid framework within 
which we must remain, an 
inflexible harness which binds 
us to the status quo and 
intimidates our attempts at 
change. Surely this is not the 
proper role of the law, 

Properly employed, law is 
the instrument which will 
permit the preservation of our 
traditions and the pusuit of 
the ideals which our society 
cherishes. 


Individual Dignity 
Most Basic Ideal 


These ideals, or values,.are 
many, but the most basic of 
them, I suggest, are the 
freedom and the dignity of the 
individual. If we, as indi- 
viduals, do not have the 
opportunity to stand erect, to 
retain our self-respect, to 
move freely throughout our 
country unhindered by any 
artificial impediment, then we 
have not created in this land 
the political climate that we 
are capable of creating. We 
will not have made use of the 
law as we should. 

We will have failed to 
understand that, in the words 
ef one scholar.“‘History .. . is 
a tension between heritage 
and heresy, which lew. in its 
groping way seeks to medi- 
ate.” Law properly employed, 
permits change without the 
loss of stability. 

These were the thoughts, 
then, that guided us as we 
approached the question of 
constitutional change. That 
there is desire in Canada for 
change is evident ‘by our 
presence here this week. But, 
as we all know, recognizing 
the demand, and adequately 
satisfying it, are quite differ- 
ent matters. How then should 
this task be approached? We 
are of the opinion, as the 
Prime Minister has stated, 
that any changes found neces- 
sary should be related to the 
basic ideals of Canadian life. 
What better place to start on 
constitutional reform, then, 
than by asserting the human 
freedoms to which we believe 
people in this country are 
entitled as of right? 


Must Be Permanent 
To Be Effective 


The Charter of Human 
Richts attempts to do that. It 
reflects the Government's 
proposal that we take steps to 
and protect the 
most fundamental of our 
social values. It also reflects 
the Government's view that 
this reeognition and protection 
will be effective only if they 
apply to every Canadian in a 
permanent—and that means 
¢ons titutional—fashion. To 
achieve this goal will require 
co-operation among the sev- 
eral governments. 3 

In short, it is our belief that 
this charter is not only a good 
thing in itself, ‘but that it 
forms the path for an orderly 
reform of our Constitution. 

What we are proposing is 
searcely revolutionary. Men 
have sought to protect their 
individual ‘human rights for 
centuries. They have sought 
to protect them from kings, 
princes and _- governments. 
Philosophers: in ancient times 
argued that man was 
possessed naturally of certain 
rights which distinguished him 
from. afimals, and that any 
denial of these rights was an 
affront to “‘natural'’ law. 
More modern philosophers 
have argued that governments 
are the instruments of the 
people and cannot possess, or 
exercise, powers which are a 
denial ‘of the individual's 
liberty and dignity ‘unless the 
people expressly agree, 


Bill of Rights 
Paved the Way 


In England, in France, in 
the United States and, since 
World War TI in virtually 
dozens of countries, the repre- 
sentatives of the people have 
chosén to speak out in favor 
of the individual person and 
guarantee to him the essential 
ingredients which will permit 
him the opportunity to live in 
freedom. and dignity. In this 
country,’ in 1960, at the 
suggestion of Prime Minister 
Diefenbaker, Parliament gave 
unanimous approval to a 
Canadian, Bill of Rights, which 
hak paved the way for what 
we now propose: a Charter of 
Human Rights for’ Canadians 
which will act as a fetter on 
the unlimited exercise of 
power not only of Parliament, 
but of the provincial legisla- 
tures as well, and which by

In this Charter of Human 
Rights we propose that rights 
of four different categories ‘be 
constitutionally pretécted: 
political rights—such as free- 
dom of expression, freedom of 
conscience and religion, free- 
dom of assembly and associa- 
tion; legal rights—such as 
security. of life, liberty and 
property, the presumption of 
innocence, the right to be 
protected against seilf- 
inecrimi nation; egalitarian 
rights—the right not to be 
discriminiated against in em- 
ployment, use of public ser- 
vices or accommodation and 
the like on the ground of race, 
national origin, color, religion 
or sex; and finally linguistic 
rights—guaranteéing to Cana- 
dians the right to communi- 
cate with government institu- 
tions, and to be educated in 


either the English or the 
French language, as they 
choose. 


‘Willing to Surrender 
Some of Our Powers’ 


I wish to make it clear that 
in proposing this measure 
there is no suggestion that the 
federal government is seeking 
any power at the expense of 
the provinces. We are stating 
that we are willing to sir- 
render some of our power to 
the people of Canada, and we 
are suggesting that the_ pro- 
vincial government surrender 
some of their power to the 
people in the respective prov- 
inces. It is because we are a 
federal state, with compe- 
tence to legislate divided 
between provincial gov er n- 
ments and the federal govern- 


ment, that we must all act in | 


order effectively. to protect all 


of the rights of all of the 


people. 


Admittedly, some aspects of | 


these rights fall within the 
exclusive competence of Par- 
liament, some aspects fall 
within the exclusive compe- 
tence of the provinces, and 
some are subject to shared 
competence. There is no in- 
tention that the federal gov- 
ernment intends to use _ its 
criminal law powers as 4 
means of invading provincial 
jurisdiction. 2 


Most Fall Under 


Federal Jurisdiction 


Indeed quite the contrary. 
An examination of the cate- 
gories of  all——fundamental 
rights however described, for 
which we propose protection, 
reveals that the bulk of them 
fall now under federal juris- 
diction, This means that in 
this process-of surrender of 
powers that we are proposing, 
Parliament will be giving up 
far more. than will the prov- 
inces. There is no transfer, no 
delegation, no encroachment 
from one level of government 


to another. The items —in the— 


charter which are properly 
within . provincial jurisdiction 
remain. there 
Subject to provincial and not 
federal sanctions. Some items, 


and . remain- 


particularly ~ those involving 
linguistic rights, will. require 
co-operation. It is evidence 
that a single, constitutional 
Canadian Charter of Human 
Rights is. required to deal 
adeyuately in this federal 
state, Canada, with the pro- 
tection of human rights. 


‘We're Not Innocent 
Of Book-Burning’ 


I have been asked what 
need there is in Canada for a 
bil! of rights. My answer is 
that our need may not be so 
great as is that of persons in 
some other countries. But my 
answer as well is that we 
should not overemphasize our 
righteousness. We are not in 
this country innocent of book- 
burning or banning legislation, 
of _ deprivation by law of 
previously guaranteed minor- 
ity language rights, or legal 
expropriation which -at times 
appears to be more akin to 
confiscation, of persons 
arrested in the night and held 
incommunicado for days. We 
have no reason to be com- 
placent. ; 

How many Cafiadians know 
that Canadian law permits 
evidence to -be introduced by 
the police into criminal. trials 
no matter how illegally that

evidence may have ‘been 
obtained? Apart from confes- 
sions, for which there are 
elaborate rules to ensure that 
they are voluntary, incrimin- 
ating evidence is admissible 
in our courts no matter~how 
obtained. It may have been 
gained by fraud; the law 
enforcement agencies may 
have stolen it; they may have 
obtained it without a search 
warrant, or by means of 


‘breaking andentering private - 


premises. To the great credit 
of the police forces of this 
country, -these tactics ~ are 
seldom employed. But do we 
wish to live in a country 
where they may bé employed? 
And where on occasion they 
are employed? Where one 
standard of conduct is ex- 
pected of citizens and another 
permitted of government 
agencies? I do not, and it is 
my guess that the great 
number of Canadians do not, 


Some Opposition 
From U.S. Experience 


It is for this reason that I 
ask you to consider the 
inclusion in the Charter of 
Human Rights of some pro- 
tection which the law does not 
now offer. And I ask you as 
well to consider that this is a 


worth 
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Canadian charter, for Cana- 
dian circumstances.. I am 
aware of the criticism from 
some quarters in the United 
States of some of the results 
of American civil rights legis- 
lation, and I am aware that 
some of the initial opposition 
in this country to a bill of 
rights was based upon. the 
evidence of American exper- 
ience. 

It would be, unfortunate If 
our criticism .of\some aspects 
of American society caused us 
to forget that therehas been 
created in the United, States 
one of the great legal systems 
of the world. In our natural 
desire to borrow some of what 
is good frem that system, we 
should. not be inhibited by 
those who warn us of what is 
bad. We are aware of some of 
its shortcomings; I simply say 
that the Americari precedent 
with respect to those short- 
comings. is not valid in 
Canada. 


Our Police Enjoy 
Respect of People 


Canadians are not prone ‘to 
acts of violence. Our police 4, 
enjoy on the whole the respect 
of the people. We find abhor 
rent the ‘‘shoot-to-kil"” legisla- 
tion which. permits- some 
policemen elsewhere to attack 
criminal suspects who are 
running away. Our courts 
function differently than those 
in many other — countries. 
Canadian lawyers owe a duty 
not only to their client and to 
society but to the court as 
well for they are “officers of 
the court,"’ and subject to the 
courts’ contempt sanctions. 
They are also subject to the 
vigorous discipline of their 
own professional societies. 

Criminal prosecutions are 
not generally in Canada a 
game between an elected 
prosecutor and a flamboyant 
defense counsel, as’ can 
happen elsewhere.. The rules 
of procedure in Canadian 
courts differ from those, for 
example, in other countries, 
and the exclusion of evidence 
‘by an appellate court will not 
necessarily result in a, 
quashed conviction: and a 
repetition of the entire trial 
procedure. 

In short, we should not 
underestimate the strengths 
of our society and assume 
that the public interest will 
automatically suffer if — the 
interest of the’ individual is 
further protected. 4

Resources Minister Ray Williston lashed the Oppo-

Mr, Williston, a Hydro direc- 
tor, said the opposition has 
shown no understanding of the 
relation of hydro development 
to employment, growth and 
productivity. 

AVERT BLOWOUT 

“Unless we meet our energy 
deadlines. for new. productive 
capacity and distribution facili- 
ties we are flirting with disas- 
ter,” he told the legislature. 

‘At ‘mid-December the co- 
operation of industrial plants on 
Vancouver Island as necessary 
to avert a brown-out. 

“Tf the Peace is not on line by 
next October and the distribu- 
tion network’ complete, the 
situation as far as jobs are 
concerned will:-become much 
worse. 

“Difficulties with long - range, 
unsupported, medium range 
transmission to Prince George 
have been largely responsible 
for 37 outages in 1114 months 
by Prince George Pulp alone. 

“The average cost of each 
emergency...shutdown approxi- 
mates $5,000 to $6.000,” he said. 

Mr. Williston said major 
projects. employing ‘thousands 
of workmen’’ await the start of 
Peace River power generation. 

“There has been some impli- 
cation that if we were to stop 
such (hydro) investment and 
place all capital funds in 
educational facilities, our prob- 
lems would be solved,"’ said the} 
minister, 

But he said if there are no 
jobs for graduates then the 
province loses their productivity 
and often their manpower. 

“Over the years the brain- 
drain from our eastern : mari- 
time provinces has been most 
serious, We cannot afford such

A massive anti-measles vac- 
cine campaign will be launched 
in Greater Victoria next-month 
with the $2.50°a shot paid by 
parents. . 

The Greater Victoria Metro- 
politan Board of Health Tuesday 
decided. to go ahead and in- 
nocylate all pre-school and 
elementary school children des- 
pite the fact that school boards, 
federal, provincial and munici- 
pal governments have refused 
to assist with the costs, 


A measles epidemic has been 
forecast for this March or, at 
the latest,;. March of 1969. 


Two school districts—62 and 
64—and three municipalities, 
Sidney, North Saanich and Cen- 
tra! Saanich did agree to 
provide some funds for the 
vaccination program but follow- 
ing Tuesday's meeting the 
municipalities fell in line with 
rejectors-of financial aid leaving 
the two rural school districts 
alone on the cash-line. 


CRITICISM: 


Although the board finally 
agreed to carry out the pro- 
gram at the expense of indi- 
viduals seeking innoculation, 
board staff members came in 
for stiff criticism from Sidney's 
Ald. Norma Sealey, 

“This whole thing has been 
pretty pathetic,” Ald. Sealey 
said. : 

“‘We were told some months 
ego that the Lions Club would 
raise the funds for this pro- 
gram, but subsequent checks 
reveal that someone was com- 
mitting the club to a program it 
knew little or nothing. about. 

“There has been a serious 
breakdown in communication 
which has created most unfor- 
tunate confusion.” 

Aid. Sealey also had harsh 
words for earlier reports from 
Dr. J. L. M. Whitbread, senior 
medical health officer. 

She charged that not only had 
he failed to convey the full story 
of the need for the vaccine 
program to the service club, but 
that. he had also been mis- 
leading on the cost.- 

Quoting from an extensive file 
Ald. Sealey listed four or five 
different prices the board had 
been given at different times. 

They ranged from $1.75 a shot 
to $2.50.

“And now, today, on two} 
places in today’s agenda and 
reports we have another two 
different prices.

With the biennial publication 
of its research bulletin Finan- 
cial Reporting in Canada, the 
Canadian Institute of Char- 
tered Accountants has added 
criticism to its earlier views 
on corporate statements. — 
views. which have brought 
praiseworthy reforms. 

The latest area of concern 
is the use .of notes in 
conjunction with financial 
Statements. Often they are 
unn ecessary 3 


area_in which 

Canadian fi-

ports are do- 

ing well is the inclusion of 
statements relating to . the 
source and. application of 
funds. 

The institute recommended 
this in its 1965 critique and 
since then many companies, 
large and small, lave pub- 
lished these useful statements 
with their annual balance 
sheets. 

The current edition of Fi- 
nacial Reporting is the 
seventh, analyzing 325. annual 
reports by Canadian. com- 
panies, 

Another “point the institute 
found helpful with regard to 
statements of the last two 
years is a trend toward 
disclosure of ‘gross sales 
values, which is: a require- 
ment of the Canada Corpora- 
tions Act since it was recom- 
mended by the CICA, 

This gives a better idea of 
inventory valuation. than the 
previously-used: ‘“market:”’ 

More companies, too, are 
using the deferred basis of 
accounting relative to taxing 
income, or taking’ .more 
capital cost” allowance “than | 
depreciation. | 
Intention of the publication 
is to contribute to the im- 
provement of accounting pro- 
cedures and make financial 
reporting by Canadian corpor- 
ations ‘more meaningful.
